Two men sccused of assaulting.

The - Polish leadership, 
Jearned the political dangers of food 
price increases in the December 
1970 workers’ riots that brought 
down Wladislaw Gomulka’s regime 
and ushered in Edward Gierek, has 
promised to keep basic food prices 
frozen for another year at their 
January 1971 level. 

But the subsidies involved, and 
the problems raised by Gierek’s 
huge industrialisation programme 
on the basis of machinery imports 
from the West, are now proving too 
much for the State's resources. 
Prime Minister Piotr Jaroszewicz 
has told Parliament that there will 
be a “substantial limitation” of new 
investments in the first half of 
this year and that price policies on 
all but basic foods will be “elas- 
tic.” . 
Yugoslavia's President Tito and 
his Prime Minister, Dzemal Bijedic, 
have both called for much firmer 
discipline and cuts in consumption. 
“In 1975," Bijedic said in an end- 
of-year interview, “we can expect 
much work, effort and self-denial.”
